This  sta¬ 
tion,  located  near  Beltsville.  13  miles  northeast  of  the  Department  and  1  mile  east  of 
the  Washington-Baltimore  Boulevard,  contains  approximately  4,737  acres  and  is  a  part 
of  the  Beltsville  Research  Center.  It  is  equipped  with  laboratory  and  other  specialized 
facilities  for  conducting  intensive  animal-husbandry  investigations  with  beef  and  dual- 
purpose  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  goats,  poultry,  horses',  meat,  and  other  products.
